Claims 29 and 30 
h^vc boon canceled. Claims I, 4, 6, 1, 19, and 22 have bet>n 
amended. .Sped f i c^ii i J y, claims I, A, 6, 1, 19 and 22 have been 
amended tor clarity. Moreover, r:lai.m.<=; 1 and 7 have been ciniendt^d 
to include the iimitationii ot claims 29 and 30 re:=ipe^ci:.i vely. 
Claims 1-'1, 6-12, 19-22, 25, 27 and 3:1 arc now pending in this 
application. Reconsideration on the ba^i.? of tho abovG 

amendments and remarks below is kindly requested. 

Thc=^ Examiner objectfc?d to claims 1, '1, 6, ?, 19 and 22 based 
on informDlities . Thes*=* claim.^j have bt-^en amended a.*:; suqqo.r>t0d 
by the l:;xaminer to overcome this objection. 

The Examiner rcjoctcd claims 1-4, 6--11, 25, 29 and 30 as 
being obvious over Voser, U.S. Patent No. '1,<^49,0*I2 in view ol 
Yonectii Bt al., U.l^. Patent No, -^1, 966,434. The Examiner al:-;o 
rejected claims 12, 19-22, 27 and 31 under 35 U,3,C. § 103(a) a?; 
being unpatentable ovef Voi>er cuid Yonechi et al. as applied to 
claim 1 and In turthcsr view of Nakagome et al-, U.S. Patent No. 
'1, 422,718. A£3 now amended, claim 1 include.s the limitation oi 
c 1 a i m 2 S a n d re q u i r o i". t h a t " a p 1 r a I 1 t y o C u oinp o n e n c c o r e 
members allov; for the winding ot the condi^ctor around the drum*" 
Claim 7 as now dmended requires the limi tcit ioni? oC claim 30 and 
requite:? "winding the conductor around a drum." Claim 19 
rcquirei=; "wherein the conductor is capable of being wound a 
drum." Furthermore, all clalmw are qenerally directed to a 
conductor or a method of producing a conductor havijiq a solid 
core . 
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Vosen discloses an overhead dual telephone cable which in 
FIGS, f) find 6 r=ippe^ir.s l:.o have c<:^f:Lrdl core n;einbti>r:.v!

Furthermore, Yonechi doe.t> noL diijclotje a central core 
mc^mber which .\ o formed from polygonal ly r^hrijped component core 
members^ but rather discloses high lens.i lo ;ljidmentjs which are 
circum-LOrcnLially arranged and v;hich in cro.s^,-sect i on appocir to 
be polyqonaliy i:hapod. At best, Yonechl te.-jchf>.s the i.ise of 
circunf erenrially arranged iilamcnto, coch having a pol ygonal, 1. y 
cr'o?5S--seci: ionriil shapo. There is no teaching in neither Voycr 
nor Yom^^chi t:o form a central core from polyqonally shaped core 
rncmberrj for r.hT^ purpo?^*--^ of r*J 1.1 owing the cable Lo be wound around 
t h e d r u in . F a r t h c r mo r g , s i n c e t ) i (:i a 1 1 e g e d c o r e of V o s t". r i s 
formed from individual fibers which r-ire not solely 
circumf erentially arranged, one skilled in the ort would not be 
motivated to combine Vocer with YDneohi i=i?- suggested by i./np 
EMciminer. There is no reason provided by cither reference to 
shape the fibers forming the bundle disclosed in Voser, which is 
alleged to bo a central core, to have the cro.s.'i^-ijectional i-hape 
of the filaments disclosed by Yonechi . As such, applicants 
.'ii-.ubrtdt that claim.'v 1, 7 .:jnd 19 are not rendered obvious by Voser 
in view of Yonechi for cither of the /^foremeaLioned reai^ons. 
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Ci£)iiTis 6 and 25 are directly or indirectly dc^pcnriern 

from claim 1, Ciciims 8-12 are dependent: from claim 7- Clriims 
20-22, 21 and 31 are directly or indirectly dependent from claim 
19. Clriim;-: 1, 7 .^rtd 19 ^ re believed lo be in condition tor 
ii n ow.-in<-:e over Voswr in view of Yonechi. As such, appT i caTtCs 
submit: that the.'^e claims <irr-i --ilso allowable over Yoser .i.n view 
of Yonechi .tor r:he roai-»ons provided for the allowabi l:i ty of" 
claim-y 1, 7 and 19 over thecie retieronccs *::3nd for iiiddi tionai 
limi latiuns Lhcil L^iei^e claiiius contain therein. 

If it is the l::Aarniner ' s conLention that Voscr diiscloscs a 
cenLrrii yolid core, even thouqh that does net cjppear to be Lhc 
Cfiise from t he d i sc m:)5U rt^.^ of Vo-v^f^r, Lh^n the cable of Voser woi.ild 
probably not be capable of be.inq wounc; dround ci drum. 
Furthermore, neither Voser nor Yonechi disclose, Lefich (.>r 
sugqcst the forming of the central core from rJ pluraiiLy of 
polyqonally shaped members to Iracilitate the winding around a 
drum, in fact, absent app.l ican t.o ' disclosure herein, there i« 
no mot 1 Vr^ t i on provided by either ro^ference to be combined or 
:> VI g g e s t e d b y 1 1 1 c E x a rn i n e r . T ri \ 1 3 , s p 1 i c a n t:. 3 s u bin i t L hi a t c i a i i\\ tc- 
1-^, 6-12, 19-22, 2b, 21 and 29-31 are al:5o allowable over Voser 
and Yonechi for this additional reason. 

The reject ion.i: and objcctioni> to all claim:-; pending i.n ihxs 
applied I ion are believed to be overcome and r.hi.s application is 
nov; believed to be in condition for allowance. Should tiie
